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Introduction 


In 1948, the Bureau of Labor Statistics instituted a program of wage chronolo- 
gies. This program was designed to present, in summary form, changes in wages 
and related compensa‘ion practices made by specific employers or groups of 
employers, usually through agreements reached as a result of collective bargaining. 
The chronologies are intended primarily as tools for research and analysis. As 
such, they deal only with selected features of the varied history of collective bar- 
\aining Or wage administration in each case. References to job security. union 
security, grievance procedures, employment practices, and similar matters are 
omitted. The situations selected for study are believed to have significance for 
wage determination that extends beyond the specific settlements. For a more 
detailed explanati +n of the purpose and scope of the chronology program, see

published later are available only as bulletins (and their supplements). Summaries 
of general wage changes and new or changed working practices are added to the 
bulletins as new contracts are negotiated.
